To 
cover their intended Murder, they in- 
vent a Lye, which was to be told their 
Father, The ſafeſt way is, never to 
give place to the Devil, but to rejedt 
all his Temptations ; for if we com- 
Ply in any inftance, we know not 
where we ſhall ſtop. 

Parents too may here fee the Folly 
aud Iaconvenience in making a Diffe- 
1 ence bet w een their C ildr en, and ex- 

preſſing 
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preſſing more love to ſome than to o- 
thers; for this was one great Cauſe 
of Joſeph's being hated by his Bre- 
thren, Parents no doubt may, and 
it is reaſonable that they ſhould, love 
thoſe Children beſt, who by their to- 
wardly and virtuous Behaviour de— 
ſerve beſt; but great care ſhonid be 
taken, not to give any outward and 
riſtble Marks and Tokens of this Love;

CY PL. = 
Hough Joſeph was ſo hardly dealt 


with, as to be Sold for a Servant 
into Egypt, yet God was with him, and 


proſpered him in all that he did. He 


moreover bleſſed the Houſe of his 
Maſter for his ſake. This made him 
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to be greatly eſteemed and beloved hy 
his Maſter, inſomuch that he made 


him Overſeer of his whole Houſe, and 
Put all that he had into his Hands, 


God,who is infinitely wiſe, ſometimes 
thinks fit to ſuſter great Tryals and 
Afflictious to interrupt the Happineſs 
of his faithful Servants. Joſeph hac 
not been long in this proſperous Con- 


dition, but he was ſolicited by bis Mi. 


ſcreſs to commit Vancleanneſs with 
her. Slice preſſed him Day after Day: 
but no Promiſes, no Intreaties wou 
Prevail with him to commit ſo great 
a Crime. Nor would he fo much a 
parly and debate the Matter with her. 


It is dangerous both torun into Temp 


tations, and to give ear to them, When 
they preſent themſelves before us. 
He would not be ſo ungrate ful to his 
Maſter, who had preferred him in his 
Family, as to yield to her ſolicitati 
ons But above all, the Senſe he had 
of God upon his Mind, deter red hin 
from a Compliance. iow, ſaid he, 
can I do this great Wickedneſs, and ſi 
againſt God ? Notwithſtanding Joſeph's 
denial, ſhe ſtil] entertained hopes of 
bringing him to a Compliance. J 
this End ſhe watched for an oppor:

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tnnaity to have him with her alone in | 


the Houſe. And when ſhe had found 


one, ſhe laid violent hands upon him, 


and ſolicited him afreſh ; but he again 
refuſed to comply with her; leaving 
therefore his Garment which ſhe had 
aid hold of in her Hands, he fled, and 
zot him out. a 

Joſeph having thus bravely repulſed 
his Miſtreſs, and rejected all her offers, 
ſhe turns her Love into Hatred,and 
reſolved to be revenged on him, when 
her Lord came home. To this end, 
ſhe accuſed him of making an Attempt 
pon her. Potiphar, his Maſter, with- 
out farther Examination, hearkens to 
the report of his Wife, and Joſeph, 
though innocent, was puniſhed, as if 
he had been guilty : For his Maſter 
ordered him to be caſt into Priſon; 


which, ſome Years after, contrary to 


ils lewd Miſtreſs's expectation, prov- 
eda Means of peſeph's higher Advance 


ment.

HIS Puniſhment would have 


been very grievous to Jeſeph, but 
that God, who protects and rewards 


njured Innocence, was with him ia

the Priſon, and gave him favour in 
the ſight of the Keeper of it. So that 
Joſeph had Authority over all theo- 
ther Priſoners, and not any thing waz 
tranſaQed, winch Joſeph had not 
hand in, | 

Some time after, Two of the Ser- 
vants of Pharaoh King of Egypt, his 
chief Butler, and chief Baker, were 
for their ill Behaviour thrown into 
Priſon. While they were under this 
Confinement, each of them dreamed a 
Dream, about the Interpretation of 
which, they were not a little perplex- 
ed. But when they told their Dreams 
to Joſeph, he gave them the Interpre- 
tation thereof; which accordingly 
came to paſs in three Days. This got 
Foſeph ſo much Reputation, that he 
was Two Years after ſent for to ex- 
pound Two of King Pharaoh his 
Dreams, which none of the wiſe Mer 
of Egypt were able to interpret. Thi: 
he did to the fatisfaQion of the King; 
but he was ſo humble, as to aſcribe al 
| his Skill in theſe matters to God; Ga 
fays he, ſhall give Pharach an Anſuc 
of' Peace. Hereupon Joſeph was el. 
tirely teleaſed from Priſon, and great- 
ly advanced in the King's Court, and 
EE: ; ä

made, next under the King, chief Go- 
vernour of Egypt. The Providence of 
God was very remarkable in this Affair 
of Foſeph. For he was a Means of ſaving 
a becand Brethrenalivein the ſore 
Famine which happened in thoſe Parts. 
We have here an eminent Example of 
the Wiſdom and Proyidence of God, 
who is able to bring good out of evil, 
Let us always hold faſt our lategrity, 
depending upon Him, and doing our 
own Duty in that State of 1. ife, what=- 
ever it be, in which God has placed 
vs, And if Afflictions ſhould come. 
upon us for ſo doing, God is not only 
able, but will make them turn to our 
good. This he ſometimes does in this 
World; but however that be, He will 
not fail to reward our Obedience and 
Fidelity to Kim inthe next.

verers, who reſcued them from the 
Power of thoſe that hated them. The 
Name of one of theſe Deliverers was 
Samſon, who was born of a Woman, 
that was reputed Barren, and endued 
with an uncommon and extraordinary 
Strength. His Birth was foretold by 
an Angel of God, who firſt appeared 
to his Mother, and afterwards to her 


and his Father }anoah. The Angel 


gave Directions for the Management 


both of the Child and bis Mother. 


She was forbidden to drink either 
Wine or ſtrong Drink, and alſo to eat 
of any unclean Thing. The Child 
was to be a Nazarite to God from the 
Womb; that is, he was in a particu- 


Jar manner to be ſeparated to the 


Service of God. This was ſometimes 
done voluntarily both by Men and 
Women, The Laws reſpecting this 
State are recorded in the Sixth Chaps 
ter of the Book of Numbers.

ing him in this Condition, ſhoured a- 


gainſt him, and triumphed over him, 


But tbe Spirit of God coming migh- 


tily upon him, the Cords, wherewith 
he was bound, were as eaſily broken 
by him, as Flax that is burnt with the 
Fire. Samſon being thus looſed, he 


took the Jaw-bone of an Aſs, and ſlew 


2 Thouſand of them with it. Then 


he went to Gaza, and it was ſoon noi. 


ed abroad that he was there. Here 
they thought to take their Revenge, 
For the Inhabitants compalled the 
City about, and were quiet all Night, 
(having ſhut the Gates) intending to 
kill him in the Morning; but. Samſon 
aroſe at Midnight, and by his great 
Strength, took the Doors of the 
Gate of the City, and the Poſts, and 
the Bar, and putting them upon his 
Shoulders, carried them up to the 


Top of an Hill, and eſcaped out of 
their Hands.

Amſon giving himſelf up to fol- 
low Harlots, was forſaken by 
God, and fell into the Hands of his 
Enemies, He loved an ill Woman,

obſerving, they go to her, and ſtrike 
vp an agreement with her, for a Sum 
of Money, to enveigle, and entice

He 
ſeveral Times put her off; but at 
laſt, wearied with her importunity, 
he told her all his Heart; that be 
had been a Nazarite to God from the 
Womb, that no Razor had ever come 
upon his Head, and that if he was 
ſhaven, his Strength would depart 
trom him,and he ſhould be weak like 
other Men.

6 i HE Philiſtines having got Sam- 
- ſon into their Hands, they ſoon 
appointed a great Sacrifice to be made 
to their Idol Dagon, to acknowledge 
the Favour. And, when they were 
merry, they called for Samſon to make 
them ſport. Samſon, in the bitterneſ; 
of his Soul, applies himſelf to God for 
Strength this once, that he might be 
avenged of his Enemies, who were 
the great Troublers of the People of 
God. God heard his Prayer. He 
therefore laying hold on the Pillars on 
which the Houſe where they wer: 
ſtood, and bowing himſelf with all his 
Might, the Houſe fell upon all the 
Lords of the Philiftines, and * 
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„ 
people, and Samſon died with them. 
And thoſe that he ſlew at his Death, 
were more than thoſe he flew in 
his Life. „ 

From this Hiſtory, we may learn 
how extremely dangerous it is to for- 
fake God, and to follow wicked Cour- 
ſes. For God is hereby provoked to 
forſake us. 
how eaſily do we become a Prey to 
our Spiritvaband Temporal Enemies? 
Whoredom is a Vice which deſtroys 
Thonſands. Had Samſon refrained 
from the Company of ill Women, he 
night have eſcaped the Malice of his 
Enemies. But joining himſelf with 
this wicked Harlot, ſhe inveigles him 
to diſcover a moſt important Secret, 
which ſhe for the Lucre of Money re- 
veals to thoſe who hated him, which 
brought upon him great Trouble, and 
in the End, coſt him his Life.
